Newmarket council at a special 
meeting Monday night unanimous- 
ly passed a resolution urging the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission 
of Ontario to continue their present 
contract to the end of IMS. The 
contract expires In April of 1M5 and 
F. W. Rothwell, provincial com- 
mission representative, stated defin- 
itely to the council that the com- 
mission would not consider renew- 
ing the contract. 

A motion from Councillor Joseph 
Vale, seconded by Councillor Frank 
Bowser, that the commission be 
asked to extend the contract for 
five years, was defeated. A second 
motion from Councillors Vate and 
Bowser, that the commission be 
asked to extend the contract for 
the duration and six months, was 
also defeated by a recorded vote. 
Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales, Reeve Fred. 
Lundy and Councillors Bowser and 
Vale recorded yeas. Deputy-Reeve 
Arthur Evans and Councillors Joel 
Spillette, Wm. Dixon. A. V. Hlggfn- 
son and J. A, Perks recorded nays. 

Mr. Rothwell said that he would 
recommend to the commission that 
the contract be carried over to the 
end of 1&45 so that the establish- 
ment of a commission might be 
placed on the same ballot as the 
town elections. 

Town Clerk and .Solicitor Norman 
L. Mathews said that the present 
i members of the water and light 
committee arc experienced In their 
jobs and that It would be a blow 
to council were these experienced 
men placed on a commission where 
they would be unavailable as 
council members in the middle of 
I he year. 

Mr. Rothwell told the council 
the town would hav.e to maintain 
separate books for power expendi- 
ture and Income for the coming 
years so that commission experts 
might figure the rate, under the 
commission, for Nowmnrket. 

Mr. Rothwell said; '^To set up a 
commission, council must first pass 
an enabling by-law and then the 
question: 'Are you in favor of ob- 
taining a supply of power from tho 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission?' 
Is submitted to the electorate. The

It was at this point that Coun- 
cillor Vale moved his first resolu- 
tion asking an extension of the 
contract He said that since the 
| commission had not stated definite- 
ly in writing that there would be 
no extension and citing previous 
experiences in which tho council 
had gained an extension of contract 
although told It would bo Impos- 
sible, his resolution was In order 
as It provided a means to continue 
negotiations between the council 
and commission. 

Following defeat of his first mo- 
tion, he moved the second one ask- 
ing extension of contract for dura- 
tion, on the same grounds as the 
first 

Mr. Rothwell said that the reason 
for the refusal to continue the 
contract with Newmarket under 
the present system was that New- 
market was getting Its power'at a 
price unfair to other municipalities 
which were members of the conv 
missloii.

From Aider- 
shot, I was sent to North Africa 
where for two months, I prac- 
tised mountain climbing. I spent 
Christmas in North Africa and 
three days later, embarked for 
Naples. I trained for a week 
near- Mount Vesuvius and in the 
middle of January, joined the 
Irish Regiment of Canada, one of 
the best. 

"We went into action near 
Ortona and it was in this fight- 
ing that my best friend. Jack 
j Revill, paid the supreme sacri-

"We were stopped by n river 
but the Westminster regiment 
from British Columbia establish* 
ed a crossing and the Irish regi- 
ment pushed ahcaa. It was then 
that- I was hit by a German 
88 mm fire, t lay on tho field 
for a while until picked up by 
stretcher bearers and rushed to 
14th Canadian General hospital. 

"My hip was pretty badly 
shattered and for a time, both 
legs were paralysed ns Infection 
set in. What saved me was poni- 
cillin. They used $4,000 worth 
of the drug on me and would 
have used $100,000 worth if they 
had had to. I was in the hospital 
four weeks and then shipped to 
Liverpool nnd from there to the 
23rd Canadian General hospital 
near I«oiulon. I can't say enough 
for the doctors and ntirses and 
orderlies who attended us. They 
were wonderful. 

"While in the hospital, the 
robot bombs started coming over. 
We called them doodle bugs. 
The sirens were going all day. I 
had the chance of going into 
London and seeing tho damage 
done by the bomks. The English 
are greater than great. They 
have stood up to everything. 
They are all in there pitching. 

"It kind of hums mo up to 
come home to 'Canada and hear 
someone beefing about shortages 
of tires and gas and rationing. 

In London, I .knew of a war 
worker who came home from the 
factory and found his home 
gone and his family killed by a 
bomb. I knew of children play- 
ing in a school yard which was 
hit by a bomb. The bottles of 
some were never found, I saw 
an old woman enrrying one end 
of a stretcher. On the stretcher 
was Iv.t daughter. She was, 
dead, And Itcside her was her 
granddaughter, she wns dead too. 
We asked hor if wo could help 
and she said yes because sho 
had to go and see how the 
neighbors were. There wasn't o 
tear in her eye. 

"My comrades nre still over 
there. Fighting In mud nnd 
blood, fighting to live, fighting 
until thry don't know what they 
are doing they are so tired. All 
you at homo arc asked to do Is 
to buy bonds."

WORLD SECURITY 

The citizens of a democratic nation have been 

accustomed to abhor the use of force as a means 

to settle a dispute or to accomplish something 
contrary to the wishes of others. 

Yet at the present time, the citizens of the 
democracies are concentrating the greatest dis- 
play of force the world has ever known against 
their enemies. How do the citizens of a democ- 
racy -reconcile this difference between belief and 
practice? 

The answer is, we believe, that the citizens of 
the democracies are learning that the error is not 
in the use of force but in how it is used. There is 
a right way and a wrong way to the application 
of force. 

When a policeman uses force against a. law- 
breaker in preventing the lawbreaker from his 
acts, it is treated as a proper use of force. No 
different is the use of force against Germany or 
any other nation which seeks to impose its will 
on other nations. The use of force is the only 
way that the lawbreaker and the outlaw nation 
can be prevented from accomplishing their pur- 
pose, once dissuasion through education, or 
arbitration, has failed. 

•n>e laws of a community are without meaning 
unless they can be enforced. The laws of world 
security are equally without meaning unless they 
can be enforced. In the final analysis, the readi- 
ness to apply force is a necessary part of main- 
taining world security. The decisions of the 
Dunbarton Oaks Conference showed an awareness 
of this fact. That those decisions have been so 
little criticized by the citizens of the democracies, 
augurs well for future security.

Many theorists have argued that the depression 
arose from the fact that there was not enough 
money in circulation, and that the purchasing 
power of the people was too low. 

It is perfectly true that the purchasing power 
of the people fell rapidly, as fast as employment 
fell off, and the national income shrank, but it 
seems very doubtful whether the depression 
started in' this way. The day before the depres- 
sion began everyone, was employed, and it looks 
as though the lack^of purchasing power which 
made the depression so severe was a secondary 
cause, not a first reason. 

The war moves rapidly enough for us to say 
safely that it will'' not be long before the govern- 
ment ceases to buy war supplies on the present 
scale. This means that, if we are to avoid un- 
employment, it will be because private purchasers 

move in to occupy this vacancy. 

It might be instructive now to. go back and 

think of what happened before the depression. 
What seems to have occurred was that two factors 
loomed into the picture. One was a general con- 
dition of alarm, produced by the crash of the New 
York Stock Exchange. Hie other, which was 
probably more important, .was the, fact that, for 
one reason or another, customers stopped buying.

Certainly the most important factor in bringing 
about the decision of anyone to buy is the price 
of the goods. If the public do, not find the goods 
available which they want, at prices which they 
can pay, they will not buy. 

Not all the socialist political talk, nor all the 
distribution of charity to the poor will change 
this situation. If the people of Canada find the 
goods in the stores which they want, at prices 
which they are prepared to pay, we shall 'have 
prosperity. If not, we shall have hard times. 

We recommend that to manufacturers and to 
their workers, to merchants and to the public. 
A buyers' strike after the war would bring about 
depression very quickly.

always seem to got In nil tho out of 
the wny places. Maylje Tm lucky 
at that. I'vo often wondered If 
there was any more news of Jack 
JiUek. .You know wo worn planning 
to #6 on Iciive together when fate 
took a hand. Wo woro lo mebt at 
or around the last of February or 
tho first of March. It sure was a 
tough break and I hope that he will 
turn up o.k. 

"Mother has k«pt me pretty well 
posted off tho nows of the boys 
from town and I was sorry to hear 
that 8o ninny of them havo boon 
catching it in tho neck. It Keenis 
so stWBolcss nnd useless hut what 
must bo done muHt bo dono roftanl- 
less of the cost;"

"Once again I wish to thank you 
and the members of the Veterans* 
Association of Newmarket for their 
gifts of cigarets," QMS. J, R. Eus- 
tace writes to the Newmarket Vet- 
erans' Soldiers' Comforts fund. 
•The arrival of cigarets is Indeed 
to all of us over here a morale- 
builder of the first water. It shows 
the boys that the folks back home 
are pulling their weight too. 

"It Is & year today since my 
arrival in fiagland and I am on my 
seventh week here in Normandy. 
When we first landed here we were 
well within the sound of the guns 
up front. But now everything is 
peaceful and If it was not for the 
roar of the planes going back and 
forth one would think the war was 
over. 

The boys up front have moved 
so fast they have left us miles be* 
hind. But don't worry, we will be 
catching up with them soon again. 

"The highlight of our work here 
Is the system of transporting the 
wounded back. This air transport 
Is really something. What would 
take perhaps long hours of travel 
by roll and road only takes a matter 
of minutes by air. And If a man 
is found to be in really bad shape 
he Is Immediately put on another 
piano and transported straight to 
Bil K hty. 

"The weather here Is quite cold\ 
at nights and we havo had our 
share of rain. But the old tent is J 
dry nnd that's something. Havo 
been receiving tho Newmarket Era 
regularly. And I really enjoy rend- 
ing U. Especially tho column "No. 
23 this week." I boo tho camp Is 
still going strong. 1 would like 
you to let mo know who Is respon- 
sible for the paper boing sent as I 
would llko to lhauk them. 
. "I must say that tho -boys wo got 
back from the front are really 
swell. All are happy in tho know- 
lodgo that tho* great Oorman is heat 
nnd that it won't bo long now. 
There is never a whimper from any 
of thorn, no matter how had they 
have been hit, whereas tho Jony, 
of which we got our share, the least 
jar nnd ha is complaining. 

"I Bhai'Q my Km with a boy from 
Aurora. Ho Is tickled pink us It 
kcops him posted on thiiiK" from 
his home town. Well, thanks again, 
nnd lot's hope It won't be long bo- 
fore I am back a«aln. I can tell 
yon ono thing, tho people of Hnflfc 
land nro happy today. The black- 
outs are down and tho lluhls are 
on again. I havo two sisters ovor 
In Ragland and previous to coming 
ovomehs had not seen them since 
1013, which l» qulto a while/*
